Debt  Management 


IN  a arMrww  b<»fnrp  <hp  InvpKl- 

ment  Dealers  Assodation  of  Canada, 
Finance  Minister  Harris  had  much  to  .^ay 
about  deht  manaRoment.  but  not  too  much 
about  the  retirement  of  Cnniida’s  war  and 
other  public  debts.  Marketinj;  federal 
treasury  bills  to  the  extent  of  some 
$50,0f)0.000  a w(‘ok  in  a fiscal  year  whit'h 
anticipates  a btidRCtary  deficit  is  more 
expri's-sive  than  opinion,  however,  whether 
that  of  the  treasury  or  anyone  else.  Under 
Mr.  Justice  Ablv)tt  when  he  was  minister 
of  finance  a Rreat  deal  was  said  at  Ottawa 
about  deht  retii'ement,  and  much  play 
made  with  the  budget  surpluses  which 
were  accniinR  at  that  lime.  Now  the 
surpluses  are  problematical,  and  debt 
manoRcment  .seems  to  have  become  the 
catchword. 

The  phm.se  Is  .something  of  a ho!d-all. 
It  mav  mean  different  thinR.s  to  different 
Individuals.  Used  in  the  connection  *it 
appeared  in  Mr.  Harris’  talk  to  the  invest- 
ment dealers,  debt  manaRcment  soem^'d 
to  stand  for  a harmonious  arrangement 
between  the  treasury,  the  banks,  the 
brokers  and  everyone  else  for  an  orderly 
marketins  of  more  debt,  rather  than  for 
the  retirement  of  any  siemifirant  pro- 
portion  of  the  nhlltiatlons  out«tandinc 
federally,  provinclallv  anrl  otherwise. 
Indeed  there  was  in  Mr.  Harris’  remarks 
pome  tones  to  .suggest  that  debt  iTtire- 
inent  was  a hack-numl¥*r,  and  that  deht 
management  was  th<*  cure-all.  That  was 
one  proposition  Ruclid  did  not  mention. 

It  Is  no  fault  of  the  present  adminis- 
tration at  Ottawa  that  two  world  W’ars 
rolled  uo  a federal  debt  In  Canada  that 
rose  at  its  peak  to  some  nineteen  thousand 


mlHinn  dollars.  To  Mr.  Abbott's  credit, 
and  his  due  share  also  to  Mr.  Harris.- this 
peak  has  been  receded  from  on  federal 
account.  While  that  borrowing  was  being 
a<’cumulated.  however,  the  pro\inccs  and 
the  municipalities  were  also  adding  to 
their  commitments,  though  at  a slower 
rate.  The  past-war  years  have  brought  a 
con.slderahle  increase  In  all  form.s  of  debt 
in  Canaria  when  the  totals,  including 
industrial  loans,  are  combined.  It  Is  qu»‘s- 
tionahle  if  thirty  thousand  million  dollars 
tod.-»v  would  express,  the  .sum  of  the  out- 
standing  active  deht  on  all  ac('ounts.  of 
which  the  federah^T>orlion  represents 
almost  half.  So  debt  management  has 
be<*''me  something  of  a ne<'essity 

There  are  several  ways  of  managing 
the  public  and  private  dei)U  of  a nation. 
Orderly  marketing  of  fresh  issues  is  not 
the  fii-st  of  them.  The  most  easily  “man- 
aged” debt  of  all  Is  the  deht  that  is  retired 
when  the  commitment  falls  due:  and  such 
loans— as  In  the  case  of  municipal  serial 
debentures — hife  once,  but  not  again.  The 
debt  that  has  to  "Vk*  refunded,  and  often 
again  postponed,  is  the  commitment  that 
n'dnuhles  Itself  in  the  proces.s.  The 
rVimlnion’.s  present  policy  of  short-term 
Inens  and  refunding  main  ohligatioas  well 
into  the  future  mav  be  a matter  of  some 
nrves.sitv.  hut  that  If  will  effectively 
redtire  the  total  of  public  or  private  debt 
in  C’^n^da  in  that  period  Is  not  apparent. 

In  the  long  run  the  best  form  of  debt 
management  Is  that  which  finally  dis- 
poses of  the  debt,  and  so  leaves  more  of 
the  taxpayer’s  dollar  for  new  iinder- 
takingK  in  a growing  land. 


Play  It  Safe 


IF  city  health  authorities  say  that  for 
bathing  purposes  the  Gorge  should  Ije 
avoided  like  the  plague  then  parents 
would  be  wise  to  heed  their  injiinctioas. 
Marine  men  may  cite  its  temporary  foam- 
like  surface  as  a phenomenon  .similar  to 
that  observed  occa.slonally  at  .some  west 
coa.st  points,  and  not  a hacterial  produc- 
tion. but  the  risk  to  children  is  too  great 
for  academic  debate.  Play  safe  sitould 
be  the  motto  for  ever>’one. 

The  Gorge  is  not  a clean  place:  no 
backwater  ever  i.s.  Saanich  has  greatly 
Improved  its  drainage  over  recent  years 
but  It  is  a c.ommunlty  of  septic  tanks  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  of  a certain  amount 
of  sewage  seepage.  Its  accumulation,  is 
a dubious  health  factor  and  the  Gorge 
is  the  repository.  In  addition  ships  enter- 
ing the  Inner  Harbor  somclimex  dump 
revise  and  other  unwelcome  matter,  a 
source  of  continual  pollution  of  the  Gorge 
waters.  The  effective  ntre  Is  to  link 
Portage  Inlet  by  canal  with  Esquimalt 


Harbor,  thtjs  allowing  tidal  action  to 
effect  its  own  cleansing. 

One  dotibts  that  any  other  comparable 
city  would  have  toyed  with  the  Gorge 
sjluation  as  Victoria  has  done.  For  years 
the  .suhiect  has  been  talked  about,  over 
and  around,  with  the  idea  of  restoring 
the  pristine  ptirity  that  obtained  before 
rtcn.«e  settlement  snUirated  Its  ‘lianks. 
.•Scarce  a worthwhile  step  has  lieen  taken. 
Tlie  suhiect  Is  of  course  bedevilled  by 
the  mtinh  ipal  balkaniTation  of  this  area 
whk  h hamstrings  .so  many  local  projexis; 
what  seems  to  be  urgently  needed  is  a 
“.summit’*  meeting  that  would  create  real 
rommiinily  co-operation  in  this  as  W'ell  as 
everv'  other  issiip  of  common  weal. 

Mepntlme  it  will  pay  to  regard  with 
rare  what  city  health  authorities  have  to 
sav.  If  they  err  on  the  side  of  caution 
that  is  to  their  credit.  It  Is  much  better 
to  be  safe  than  sorry  and  until  something 
salutary  i.«  done  ahoirt  the  Gorge  children 
should  he  kept  out  of  Its  waters. 


A Reading  Nation 


THF  fart  that  total  dally  cirnilation 
of  newspapers  in  Canada  is  now- 
pushing  the  i.OOn.fXV)  mark,  with  the 
correspondingly  higher  rearler  volume 
that  implies,  indicates  that  Canadians  like 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  times.  When  it 
Is  understood  that  the  daily  distribution 
Involved  a gain  of  six  per  j'ent  in  sub- 
acriber  lists  in  the  first  half  of  this  year, 
In  face  of  radio  and  television  sales,  the 
result  is  the  more  signifieant.  l!  implie.s 
that  in  the  greatest  ma.lority  of  Canadi->n 
homes  the  dally  newspaper  is  looked  for 
and  counted  upon  for  its  share  of  rurrcnl 
history,  the  day-by-day  n»cord  of  human 
significance. 

There  is  good  no  doubt  in  all  forms 
of  communication,  and  together  they 
make  for  a fuller  understanding  of  life. 
It  is  to  the  dally  newspaper,  however,  that 
people  turn  for  enduring  record,  the  in- 
telligence that  stays  In  print  until  its 
purpose  has  been  served.  The  .steady 
growih  of  radios  In  an  earlier  dec.ade  and

the  boom  in  television  sets  within  the  last 
few  years  have  widened  the  means  of 
communication  without  reducing  the 
appeal  of  the  written  record.  Blamed  at 
times  for  their  Inadvertent  .slips  and  tran.s- 
gressions,  the  daily  newspapers  of  Canada 
—and  their  weekly  counterparts  in  sub- 
nrhnn  and  niral  areas — remain  as  a 
dependahle  source  of  public  information. 

Wlthotit  newspapers,  even  the  function 
of  povemment  would  be  impossible,  and 
trn'^e  would  die 

It  on  their  local  newspaper  that 
citizen^  rf»ly  for  knowledge  of  what  is 
transpiring,  and  sometimes  for  confirma- 
tion np  denial  of  what  they  have  learned 
elsewhere.  Tt  says  volumes  for  this  nation 
when  It  can  ik>II  a reader  percentage  as 
high  as  the  current  circulation  figures 
represent.  With  approximately  -t.OOO.OOO 
daily  papers  going  Into  their  homes  regu- 
larlv  Canadians  are  keeping  well  abreast 
of  the  times.  That  is  a contribution  to 
national  welfare  which  speaks  for  it.self.

Reports  from  Ottawa 


The  political  waters  are  still 
muduy  following  the  govern- 
ment’s uncx|>erled  capitulation  to 
t h e Coniiervalives 
In  the  defence  pro- 
duction debate,  but 
they  don't  hide  the 
fact  that  the  rift 
in  the  cabinet  Is 
probably  wider 
than  any  since  the 
King  ministry  split 
over  conscription. 

There's  no  doubt 
that  rroduciion 
Minister  Howe  was 
eriHiged  over  Piime  Minister  .“st 
Laurent’s  surrertder  to  the  Tories 
Some  Lllieratx  feared  he  would  re- 
sign In  protest  a fe.ir  which,  as  I 
poin'efl  o'.ii  in  this  column  on  June 
2H.  had  :;lveii  pause  to  the  cabinet 
majority  which  had  favored  com- 
promise with  the  Conservatives  early 
In  the  debate. 

Howe  didn't  resign,  but  his  temper 
in  the  Commons  last  week  wits  evi- 
dence of  his  bitterneM.  However,  as 
he  explained  to  friends  several  weeks 
ago  when  rumors  of  his  retirement 
were  rurr*-nl.  If  he  were  to  quit  he 
would  have  nothing  ’o  do  lie's  not 
a law>-er.  so  the  bench  Is  not  lor 
him  He's  ton  undiplomatic  m be- 
come an  ambassador,  even  If  he 
wanii-d  to  be  one.  He  scorns  Ihe 
Senate.  He's  temperamentally  tin- 
Bulted  to  inactivity,  yet  it's  a little 
late  in  life  for  him  to  return  to 
buslnes.s. 

« * « 

Kin.mre  Minister  Harris  and  Im- 
mtgratlon  Mint-ster  Pickersgill  are 
crediteii  with  persuading  St.  l^urent 
to  abandon  the  fight  over  the  de- 
fence productuin  bill.  This  is  the 
se«'ond  time  this  iwsslon  that  Harris 
has  been  largely  Instrumental  In 
breaking  up  Howe's  plans.  In  March 
he  vetoed  the  Uowe  proposal  that 
the  government  guarantee  the  bonds 
of  the  Trans  Canada  Pipe  Line  Cam- 
pany. 


Whether  there's  enough  snlmo.slly 
beiwrei.  Hnwe  and  Harrl.s  to  per- 
petuate their  spirit  over  these  Issues 
Un't  clear,  hut  those  who  know 
Iiowe  well  predict  he  wun't  accept 
these  two  defeats  phih>M>phically.
